With the issue of September 3, 1948 the cost of subscribing to The 
Chronicle was increased to $7.00, so as to meet the spiral of rising prices 
precipitated by the removal of controls following World War II.

In spite of increased costs we now offer a great deal more. In 1948 
we published 24 pages a week, as against 40.to-day. In 1960 we reported 
over 600 shows, in 1948 less than 250. At that time there were no U. S. 
Pony Clubs, no U. S. Equestrian Team, no U. S. Combined Training As- 


sociation. 


Dressage classes and Hunting Pace events were practically 


unknown, we provided no regular coverage of polo. Raleigh Burroughs 
then hid his light under a bushel in Baltimore, blushing unseen the while. 
Last January we became The Chronicle of the Horse, including each week 
the material formerly published in Horse magazine. 

Most periodicals restrict their coverage to fields in which there is at 
least enough advertising to show a reasonable profit. Many of the eques- 
trian sports and activities reported in The Chronicle of the Horse provide 
little or no advertising support, however,—foxhunting, beagling, 80% of 
the horse shows, 90% of polo, the Pony Clubs, the U. S. Equestrian Team. 
Thoroughbred racing and breeding, the larger horse shows, and the whole- 
salers and retailers of equipment, feed and medicine provide the advertising 


which is indispensable. 


There are several horse magazines financed largely by paid personal 
publicity. Readers are presented with pictures and articles about owners 
and their horses, even on the cover and on the editorial page, which profess 
to be impartial news items, but which actually are paid for by the people 
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concerned. Only the advertising 
columns of The Chronicle of the 
Horse are for sale. 

Most of our subscribers are gen- 
erally aware of the facts we have 
just spelled out in detail and have 
given us loyal support down through 
the years. Our renewal rate is so 
high that we hesitate to mention it 
to other publishers who might ques- 
tion our veracity — approximately 
85%. In 1948 we had less than 
5,000 paid subscribers, now we have 
over 12,000. 

For nearly 13 years we have held 
the subscription rate at $7.00. Now, 
in 1961, with the accumulation of 
added costs listed above, with 4 ad- 
ditional pages per week since the 
first of the year, and with an addi- 
tional rise in postage next summer, 
something’s got to give. Before July 
Ist our subscribers can extend their 
present subscriptions for 1 or 2 
years at the old rate. After July Ist 
the rate will go to $9.00 for 1 year, 
$16.00 for 2 years. Even so The 
Chronicle of the Horse will cost 
much less per issue than your Sun- 
day newspaper. We are confident 
you will continue your support in 
the future, as you have in the past.

The Jumper Committee, despite a 
strong protest from our group, has seen 
fit to make only minor changes in its 
rules. In our opinion, these changes will 
only serve to create more confusion, in 
the running of F.E.I, Classes, than now 
exists; thus adding to the woes of the al- 
ready harassed exhibitor and show man- 
agement. 

Our group feels, that if the A.H.S.A. 
want a TRUE opinion of what the jumper 
exhibitors want, they should print, and 
send, to every member show that offers 
Jumper Classes, a ballot requiring a de- 
finite yes or no, regarding the time and 
weight in F.E.I, Classes. The manage- 
ment or steward could very easily have

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The Donn’s Derby 


Raleigh Burroughs 


When the horses parade out on the 
track before a big race, and the band is 
playing, and the flags are flying, a slight 
chill comes into the air and true votaries 
of the sport feel a giant thrill of expect- 
ancy. 

The Florida Derby, with its fine field 
of three-year-olds, brought the customary 
big-race reaction from witnesses; the real 
mammoth-contest lovers trembled slight- 
ly. 

When the University of Miami’s ‘‘Band 
of the Hour’’ cut the damp air with the mel- 
low melody of Stephen Foster’s ‘‘Old 
Folks at Home’’, every head in the park 
was bared. This was not surprising, as 
few Floridians own hats. Anyway, the 
tourists removed theirs. 

Caught up in the sentiment of the mo- 
ment, the Gulfstream choral group, 
26,665 strong, took up the song and every- 
one was happily sad for a few hallowed 
seconds. 

After the rendition was completed 
there was one minute of silence while the 
players checked their figures. 

During this brief period, Mr. Tommy 
Fitzgerald of the Miami News continued to 
hum the song. ‘‘Oh, take me to my kind old 
mudder,”” he sang softly, and then ex- 
ploded, ‘‘That’s itl” 

Before anyone could say, ‘‘What’s 
it?” he went on, ‘‘My kind old mudder - 
with this kind of track, my kind old mud- 
der’s gotta be Carry Back.”’ 

Two hours earlier, the most brilliant 
handicapper I know had taken one look at 
the slop and observed, with quiet dignity, 
“This is for Carry Back. The racing 
strip was just like this for the Garden 
State.”” I could have added that ‘‘he reveled 
in the going’’, but it’s enough to be a 
brilliant handicapper without indulging in 
hackneyed hyperboles. (Now, Judge, it 
IS a hyperbole, because no horse actually 
“revels” in being forced to shove his 
face through a hail of diluted soil. True, 
he might like to slap his feet in it, but 
“revel” means (a) to be festive in a 
riotous and noisy manner, or (b) to take 
great or intense delight or satisfaction 
IN. And you can’t convince me that any 
horse takes great delight or satisfaction 
in being hit in the face by a bucketful of 
mud, Thus, ‘‘revel’’? would be ‘‘an ex- 
travagant exaggeration of statement.” 
Anyway, I’m glad I didn’t say it.) 


A Tanenbaum Triumph 
The night before the Florida Derby, 


residents of the Hallandale area were 
treated to a show of meteorological pyro- 
technics that excelled in grandeur the 
pre-race fireworks of any earlier race. 

Word quickly spread around the com- 
munity that Information Director Joe Tan- 
enbaum and Messrs. James Donn, Senior 
and Junior, had contracted with the Cape 
Canaveral boys to waste a couple in their 
direction, 

The foolishness of this rumor was 
recognized when 19 inches of rain followed 
the flashes in the firmament. (This, defin- 
itely, is hyperbole, Judge, Nineteen inches 
is an extravagant exaggeration. There was 
just enough precipitation to make therun- 
ning strip areplica of the Suwanee Ribber.)

Making his 2nd start for Mrs. Juan M, 
Ceballos, *Grey Baby took a good look at 
the lst timber jump in the flight of 18 and 
ducked off the course, despite the efforts of 
Thomas Walsh to keep the gelding straight, 
The balance of the field negotiated the 
jump flawlessly. 

Drawing away from his field, Glen- 
dower led over the Sth fence by 8 lengths, 
Leading the balance of the pack, *Poilu hit 
this obstacle low, taking out 2 rails in the 
panel and dropping back to 3rd, as Silver 
Breeze went after the pace-maker.

The heavy going in a plowed field did 
not deter the field hunter championship 
group but the committee decided it was 
too deep to include in the point-to-points. 
That section was eliminated from the 
course and in view of the prevailing high 
winds, this move was not only satisfactory 
to the riders but also to the foot spectators 
who could either stay in cars atop the hill 
to see the entire course, or remain at the 
foot of the hill by the paddock. 


The Jessica McMann Memorjal Race 
was the first event carded and three horses 
came out to face the starter. Miss Wendy 
Ledyard, who rode Lewis C, Ledyard’s 
Jinxed Star to win this race last year, had 
her same mount this year. She was quick 
to get away from the starting point where 
they backed up to the stonewall which 
eventually is the final jump in all the 
races. Then there is a long run from 
the flag, past the judges’ wagon, slightly 
left-handed and then a gallop to the Ist 
fence, an aiken. Jinxed Star was still 
leading with owner-rider Miss Barbara 
Kraeling in the second slot with Uncle 
Monk and then well off the pace, Miss 
Kathy Kusner on Horace Moffet’s Phalene. 

The going was splashy and deep after 
this fence and the course provided a gallop 
to a beacon, slightly left-handed and across 
a bridge and then over a post and rail. 
The ladies moved right along after the 2nd 
fence, uphill to jump a stonewall. Jinxed 
Star was easily handling the pace as the 
field made a complete turn of the course. 
However, over the 6th, a water jump at 
the bottom of the hill, Uncle Monk and his 
rider parted company. Jinxed Star led over 
the 11th but Phalene went to the inside, 
raced head and head with Jinxed Star down- 
hill into the hollow and then went to the 
front as they went uphill to jump the plank

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fence on top of the hill. 

With the water jump and’ stonewall re- 
maining, Phalene continued to increase his 
advantage and galloped in to win easily 
ahead of Jinxed Star. This made a triple 
for Miss Kusner and Phalene as they had 
won their previous outings at Blue Ridge 
and at Middleburg. 

Dr. Joseph Rogers switched *Lotus III 
to The Free State Race so that this event 
could be run, The other starter was Mars 
Stable’s *Alastair with Edward Moore up, 
This Irish-bred was making his initial 
outing in the point-to-point ranks for his 
new owner. Run over the longer distance 
with 20 fences, the start was on beyond 
the aiken where the two horses lined up 
for a break that would take them across 
the little bridge and into a post and rail 
fence, *Lotus III led the entire way and 
his advantage was further increased when 
*Alastair refused twice at the water jump, 
the last time around but went over on the 
third try to jump the final fence and 
finish 2nd, 

The George L, Ohrstrom Memorial 
Race also had three starters. This event 
was run over the same course as the 
ladies’ race. Owner-rider Mr. Marshall 
Jenney broke on top with Take A Nip 
and was really tincanning as the small 
field raced on the long flat run toward 
the lst fence.

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A Further View on the Hewitt Editorial 


Peter Towers-Clark 


Mr. Abram S, Hewitt has posed a 
straight-forward question ‘‘Why do im- 
ported Thoroughbreds breed better than 
homebreds?”’. 

Before embarking on any form of anal- 
ysis, one must be quite clear about what 
one is trying to compare. As a starting 
point, therefore, I took the leading ten 
sires in the U.S.A, from 1951 through 1960 
in respect of earnings, dividing them into 
European-breds, American-breds_ and 
others such as Australian, which I feel 
sure Mr. Hewitt does not intend should 
be included as imported sires in this 
context, 

This survey gives 
resulted as follows: 

European-breds: 44; American-breds: 
53; Others: 3. 

It was notable that the ratio was a 
good deal less favorable to the European- 
breds, when the Leaders in the Number of 
Races won was considered, the propor- 
tion in relation to American-breds being 
22 to 74. As it clearly does not give a 
fair picture to evaluate the leading and 
tenth sire equally, I then worked out the 
figures on a graduated scale, allotting 10 
points for the top stallion, 9 for the second 
and so on down to | point for the tenth. 
By this method the European-breds actual- 
ly went into the lead by 300 points to 
239, But, breaking down the Leaders in 
the Number of Races Won inthe same way, 
the pendulum swings back dramatically in 
favor of the American-breds by 379 points 
to 178, the ‘‘others” in each case being 
ignored, 

It is therefore fair to re-phrase Mr. 
Hewitt’s question as: ‘‘Why do imported 
Thoroughbreds breed horses of superior 
class to the Homebreds?”’, 

It then seemed to me that the next 
thing necessary was to discover which 
were the European stallions that had con- 
tributed to this impressive total. The 11 
names that appeared through these ten 
years were: 

Blenheim 1, Mahmoud 2, Heliopolis 
7, Alibhai 7, Khaled 8, Nasrullah 7, Prince- 
quillo 5, Royal Charger 3, Ambiorix 2, 
Turn-to 1, and Ballydam 1. 

The first point that became apparent 
from this summary was that only one

French-bred horse, *Ambiroix (who in any 
case comes of a most famous English 
female line) entered the list. Immiediately 
one aspect struck me - as it must do 
any one else - when I surveyed the list. 
With the one exception of *Ballydam (who 
entered the list in 10th place in 1960 
through Bally Ache), all the remaining 
stallions had one thing in common - a 
traditional middle-distance English Clas- 
sic pedigree. *Mahmoud and his sire 
*Blenheim are son and grand-son of the 
mighty Blandford and proved their class by 
winning the Derby. *Heliopolis, *Alibhai 
and *Khaled all are by Hyperion and come 
from the established families of the two 
most famous studs of the years between 
the wars, the Aga Khan’s and Stanley 
House. *Nasrullah, too, comes from the 
Aga Khan’s Studs, both he and *Royal 
Charger being by Nearco from that stud’s 
most celebrated family, whilst *Turn-to is 
himself a son of *Royal Charger from a 
half-sister to *Ambiorix, *Princequillo 
also has a Classic pedigree, despite the 
curious career (through no fault of his 
own) of his sire Rose Prince, 

There has been a large flow of stal- 
lions across the Atlantic since the start 
of the last war. Yet it is vitally signifi- 
cant that *Ballydam is the only one to 
appear in the above list with a secondary 
or short-running pedigree. 

So by now the question seems to have 
resolved itself into: 

“Why do imported British-bred Thor- 
oughbreds with a traditional middle-dis- 
tance Classic pedigree breed horses of 
superior class to the numerically much 
stronger homebreds?”’ 

It is a curious yet indisputable fact that 
sire lines seldom carry on once they have 
died out in the British Isles. The only 
real exceptions to this rule are the three 
so-called ‘‘American”’ lines of *Austra- 
lian, Ben Brush and Domino, Unquestiona- 
bly Britain seems to have been blessed by 
nature with a climate that is exception- 
ally conducive to the breeding of Thor- 
oughbred stock, In my opinion this is 
because the Gulf Stream gives us reason- 
ably equitable weather without extremes of 
energy-reducing heat (owing to our Nor- 
thern latitude) and at the same time our 
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weather is cool enough to instill toughness 
and vigor into the breed without losing 
growth and development. 

Then again it must be remembered that 
our sire lines have been developed to a 
set pattern for two centruies - it is 180 
years since the first Derby was run, The 
horses that ultimately retired to stud were 
got by sires that had observed the same 
racing routine to which they themselves 
were to be subjected, The pattern of racing 
in England has never varied and is de- 
signed to bring a horse along at two and 
three years so that in June of his second 
season he is ready for his supreme test, 
a mile and a half under the most exacting 
conditions that demand the four essentials 
of soundness, speed, stamina and courage, 
Naturally, there can be but one Derby 
winner each year and that one may not 
ultimately prove to be the best stallion 
of his generation, But that qualification is 
not, I maintain, the crux of the matter, 
The essential point is that a number of 
horses have been produced on this set 
pattern every year for more than a cen- 
tury and the most successful of them have 
gone each year to sire the succeeding 
generation in every part of the world, 
Whether they won the Derby, were at their 
best at distances below 1 1/2 miles (such 
as *Nasrullah and *Royal Charger), raced 
in the U.S.A. after being imported (such 
as *Turn-to) or even did not race at all 
(like *Alibhai) is not the main factor; 
what matters is that they were all bred 
to the same Classic pattern, 

American racing does not seem to me 
as an outsider to be geared to the Clas- 
sic mile and a half die-stamp. Earlier 
in this article I said that in making any 
comparison, one must be clear what are 
the two things to be compared, With this 
thought in mind, I have presumed to alter 
somewhat the question posed by Mr. Hew- 
itt. We have seen that, solely in respect 
of races won, European-bred stallions do 
not have so high a success index as they 
have inthe matter of getting quality horses. 
In fact, in relation to the number of races 
won, the figures come out very muchas one 
would expect from the ratio of European 
bred to American-bred stallions. 

Therein surely lies the clue to the 
question. Before coming to it, however, let 
me take an analogy to explain the point that 
I am going to make. Whenever French- 
trained (though often not French-bred in 
the sense of being of predominately French 
blood) horses win our Classics, people ask 
why it is that with so small a number to 
represent them in the entries, the French 
horses can beat all of ours. Now, any 
sensible horseman with a knowledge of 
pedigrees can see that mere numerical 
superiority does not give to the English 
horses a proportionate chance of keeping 
the Classics at home. In 19 years out of 
20, detailed analysis of the pedigrees of 
the Derby entries can correctly eliminate 
as the winner the great majority of the

Then when he was put onatrack the 
following year as a three-year-old, Mr. 
Ellsworth didn’t start him right off in the 
classics. Prove It got his first start and 
win at Caliente in March. From Caliente 
there is nowhere to go but up, so Prove 
It was sent to Detroit (about as small a 
step up as he could take) where he won two 
more, Then he moved toChicago, Whether 
Chicago represented a step up from De- 
troit or not is open to question, Itdid have 
direction though. Chicago’s west of De- 
troit, There Prove It nailed down another 
two wins. That did it for 1960. Five times 
out and five times first. You cannot ask for 
much more than that, 

In 1961, Prove It came out at Santa 
Anita and ran second in an allowance race 
by half a length. Then he hitched up his 
britches and won the San Fernando Handi- 
cap and the Santa Anita Maturity. 

I guess he has proved it all right. 

I hope, if he is brought east this year, 
his bosses do it before May or after 
September so the colt won’t suffer from the 
sudden change from the delightful arid air 
of California (guess where I’m from) to the 
damp, dank mugginess of the Eastern sea- 
board in the late spring and summer.

runners, so that of those left there is 
little difference in the number of potential 
victors between France and Britain. 

It is my contention that the same princi- 
ple applies to the American-based stal- 
lions, Though numerically the number of 
European imports is small in relation to 
the whole, yet in respect of the vital cri- 
terium of those who have the class to be 
able to sire other class horses, there 
is something approaching equality between 
the two groups. Moreover, the imports 
have the added advantage of being especi- 
ally hand-picked as the horses most likely 
to succeed. In such cases as *Nasrullah 
and *Royal Charger, they had already made 
a great name for themselves in Europe 
before they came to the United States. Nor 
must it be forgotten that in the matter 
of timing the American buyers have been 
in an especially favorable position during 
the years of and immediately succeeding 
the Second World War; they are still 
reaping the benefit of this exceptional era 
and may not be so lucky again.

Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Foxhounds 
Point-to-Point Meeting unofficially opened 
the Pennsylvania point-to-point and racing 
season on Saturday, March 25, at Union- 
ville, Pa., on the estate of Mr. and Mrs. 
John B. Hannum, III, Despite the lack of 
hunting during most of December, Jan- 
uary and February due to heavy snows, 
three well filled races delighted the nearly 
5,000 spectators. 

This year Mrs. Hannum had had the 
path in the woods which had caused several 
mishaps in former years bulldosed so that 
three horses could comfortably get through 
at the same time, unfortunately rains two 
days before the race made the new path 
too deep so the course had to be altered. 
To keep the course to almost three miles, 
three new flags were put up, one far out 
along the woods beyond the sixth fence, 
and two out in the field along the woods 
where the path is. 

There were six ladies in the paddock for 
the first race.

Ledyard’s veteran Jinxed Star which she 
rode to win the ladies race at Radnor 
last year. Miss Patty Boyce was up on 
Mr. George A, Weymouth’s Sir George 
which she rode to a good second in his 
first start at Blue Ridge a few weeks 
before. Mrs. Nelson Slater had a lovely 
looking big chestnut, Red Alan, while Miss 
Mary Rumsey was up on her own Leedi 
Tahku, 

As they left starter Frank Powers, 
Leedi Tahku fairly flew at the first 
fence, hit deep, managed to keep his feet, 
and went on, out of control to the ditch 
and to the second fence. Miss Rumsey 
couldn’t hold him and he never made the 
turn to the next fence where Jinxed Star 
went to the front with the field well 
bunched behind. Going up along the far 
woods it was still Jinxed Star in front, 
with *Carafar and Sir George about two 
lengths back, Coming across to the in- 
and-out, the positions remained the same 
with Red Alan about three lengths back, 
followed by Pobejo. Going over the stake 
and bound in front of the crowd, Sir George 
landed ahead of Jinxed Star with *Carafar 
a length back, several lengths to the good 
of Red Alan and Pobejo. Here things 


became a little confusing as Miss Boyce 
sent Sir George on to the far flag in the 
field and Jinxed Star and *Carafar went 
to the first flag next to the woods. Going 
to the fourth fence from the finish, Sir 
George had about a three length lead on 
Jinxed Star and *Carafar which were com- 
ing very fast as a pair. *Carafar met this 
one dead wrong and went down, giving Mrs.

and Mrs. S, F. Pancoast’s Bay Timber, 
which was back, ran down the fence. His 
rider, Mr. Orville King, quickly got him 
over, but was several lengths behind the 
field. Going over the fence next to the 
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woods Theodoric moved up to jumpasa 
pair with Dorlater. Coming across to the 
in and out Theodoric was a length in 
front of Dorlater and Chestnut Chief, 
followed by Loup Garou. Aquitime Play 
began to move up as Time N’ Talent 
began to tire. 

Going over the stake and bound in 
view of the crowd the positions remained 
the same with Theodoric about two lengths 
on top. Coming over the last three fences 
Theodoric continued to jump faultlessly 
and had about a two length lead going into 
the stretch on Chestnut Chief and Aqui- 
time Play, both of which were closing 
fast. Mr. Thompson, who was riding his 
second race of the day, really called on 
Chestnut Chief and Mr. King was asking 
for the famous Aquitime Play finish, but 
young Mr. Hannum really drove Theodoric 
and went on to win by a length with 
Chestnut Chief second, a length to the 
good of Aquitime Play which was three 
lengths ahead of Dorlater. 

It seemed unbelievable that horses 
could be so fit after so little hunting and 
with the going as deep as it had been the 
last few weeks, but the horses looked 
even better than usual. It looks as though 
Pennsylvania ought to be very well re- 
presented in the hunt meetings that are to 
follow this spring.

At the Annual General Meeting of the 
Toronto and North York Hunt, held on 
February 24th at Lady Eaton’s Residence, 
Eaton Hall, King, Ont. Mr. Frank Proctor 
was unanimously elected Honourary Life 
Master of the Hunt. 

He thus joins Lady Eaton in this honour, 
Mr. Proctor was M.F.H. Jointly with 
Lady Eaton from 1940-1950, They kept the 
Hunt alive through many difficulties during 
the War years, so that when we were able 
to Hunt again it was there to be enjoyed, 

Mr. Proctor has written two books: 
*‘Fox Hunting in Canada and Some Men 
Who Made It” and ‘‘Under Six Sovereigns 
+seeF ox Hunting in Canada’’. 

He says that these are his contribution, 
but that is by no means all. His greatest 
contribution is himself and the example 
that he sets us. I don’t suppose that there 
is a single member of the Hunt that has 
not at some time, paused before an 
awkward place or a big fence, and seen 
Mr. Proctor sail over with no hesitation, 
and thought, if he candothatinhis sixties, 
seventies, eighties, what on earth am I 
waiting for? And thereby been given the 
courage to finish some tough and glorious 
hunt. 

Somewhere in his middle or late 
eighties, after breaking some ribs for the 
umteenth time in his life, he promised 
Mrs. Proctor that he would not jump 
anything higher than his horse’s knees. 
Those knees became quite flexible! One 
morning out cubbing I remember all of us 
considering a broken bridge over a swollen 
stream. It was much too boggy to ford 
beside where the bridge had been, Mr. 
Proctor came along - he had been held up 
by this ban on jumping - pushed his horse 
on as he remarked with glee “Nothing 
was said about width”’. 

Mr. Proctor is now actively dem- 


onstrating that one never needs to be old. 


He is in his nineties, riding regularily 
and enjoys following the Hunt and having

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A Magnificent Grand National 
A Grey Wins After 90 Years

Two years ago, when the propaganda 
against it was at its height, when few of 
the best chasers were entered and there 
was a big increase in sponsored races to 
vie with it in popularity, it had seemed a 
possibility that the Grand National in its 
traditional form was ‘‘on the way out’’, 
Anybody who may then have thought so will 
now realise his mistake. With its immense 
prize of 18,270 pounds to the winner, the 
participation of the two Russian horses, 
few falls, no casualties and one of the 
finest races seen for years, the Grand 
National has now reassumed its place as 
the most thrilling sporting event of the 
year. At the suggestion of the Stewards a 
three foot apron has been put in front of 
the fences to encourage the horses to stand 
back, There is no doubt that this innova- 
tion had a wonderful effect on the jumping 
of the horses and came in for unstinted 
praise from the jockeys. 

I wrote earlier in The Chronicle of the 
Horse on the three Russian horses entered 
for this year’s race. After an inefficiently 
planned five day rail and boat journey, 
they finally reached England 13 days be- 
fore the race. The trip proved too much 
for the best of them, Epigraff, who had to 
be scratched on veterinary advice. Per- 
haps, now that it is all over, the Russians 
will set about the project another year - 
for they still say that they will be return- 
ing - in a more businesslike manner, for 
there is not a horse in the world that 
could win a National under the conditions 
with which Grifel and Reljef had to contend, 
Moreover, it has to be admitted that neither 
horse looked anything like a British 
steeplechaser, both lacking size and sub- 
stance though Grifel had a lot of quality, 
and one could not help feeling that a good 
English head-lad could have made them 
look a lot more presentable in the paddock, 
Their participation added greatly to the 
interest, and the riders and horses re- 
ceived unprecedented applause from the 
crowd during the parade - perhaps because 
it was realised that there would be little 
chance of doing so afterwards! To para- 
phrase a famous comment, ‘‘c’est mag- 
nifique, mais ce n’est pas la course”’. 

With Cannobie Lee a late withdrawal 
Owing to being lame, the field was 35, with 
three previous winners heading the weights 
(apart from the two Russian horses). Last 
year’s easy victor, ten year old Merry- 
man, now had a further 14 lbs. to carry 
at 166 lbs. and was ridden by Derek Ancil 
as his regular jockey Gerry Scott had 
broken his leg. Below him came the year 


older 1958 Irish-trained winner, eleven- 
year-old Mr. What with 163 lbs., and then 
with 1 lb. less the ten year old Oxo, suc- 
cessful in 1959; curiously neither Mr. 
What nor Oxo had won a race since their 
triumphs at Aintree. Wyndburgh, second, 
third and fourth already in the Grand 
National, came next with 159 lbs. and then 
1 lb. lower the hard pulling O’Malley Point 
and the once top-class performer Taxi- 
dermist, now tubed. 

Always well represented at Aintree, the 
Irish contingent in addition to Mr. What 
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quarters. With anxious hearts we watched 
Derek Ancil raise his hand to the starter 
and pull the horse out of line. For a few 
minutes he walked him around in front of 
the starter’s assistant and the vet before 
deciding that he was all right. What effect 
it may have had on Merryman we do not 
know, and his connections sportingly made 
less of the incident than any others, but the 
fact remains that the horse came back 
with a large bruise on his quarters and is 
said to have been very stiff next morning. 


The Start 

Then they were off to a good start, with 
Farrell by design keeping O’Malley Point 
well to the outside and getting him slowly 
away. Merryman and Nicolaus Silver both 
chose the inside whilst the Russians went 
to the outside; Reljef was soon in last 
place, but Grifel was in the centre of the 
field as they made the long runtothe first 
fence. Floater, one of the leaders, fell here 
as did the outsiders Tea Fiend and April

included Kilmore (154 lbs.) ridden by the 
incomparable Fred Winter and, lower 
down in the weights, Jonjo (147 lbs,), 
piloted by another brilliant rider in Pat 
Taaffee, who, surprisingly in the last few 
minutes, ousted Merryman from the favor- 
itism which he had held since betting 
started. The weights of the others that were 
to play a prominent part in the proceedings 
were Scottish Flight with 146 lbs. and 
Nicolaus Silver with just 1 lb. above the 
minimum of 140 lbs., whilst last year’s 
second, Badanloch, had 151 lbs, 

On a perfect afternoon with fast going, 
the Russians led the runners out of the 
paddock, watched by millions on television 
as well as by the huge crowd onthe course. 
No sooner had they come under starter’s 
orders thandrama struck as Jimuru lashed 
out viciously and caught Merrymana hefty 
kick with both his hind legs on the horse’s 


Queen, the latter bringing down Clover 
Bud, By the second Brian Oge and Fresh 
Winds were the clear leaders, followed by 
Scottish Flight, the French horse Impos- 
ant and Carrasco, whilst Grifel is said to 
have been still well placed. There were no 
more falls until the formidable Becher’s 
Brook (6th) which saw the end of Brian Oge, 
behind whom also fell the well-placed 
Kingstel, Taxidermist who was baulked 
by the riderless Tea Fiend, and Carrasco, 
It was here, too, that Grifel fell; I under- 
stand that he was already well behind, but 
was caught and Prakhov got backonhim to’ 
set off in vain pursuit. 

The fall of Brian Oge left Fresh Winds 
in a long lead as they came to the Canal 
Turn, the remainder being headed by Im- 
posant, Sabaria and Scottish Flight, with 
Merryman about fifth and Nicolaus Silver 
lying around eleventh. Wily Oriental had 
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meanwhile fallen at the fence after Bech- 
er’s and at Valentine’s Jimuru fell and 
Reljef got rid of Ponomarenko, Oscar 
Wilde fell at the next, but the remainder 
all negotiated the four following fences 
safely as Fresh Winds, still some ten 
lengths ahead, brought them up to the vast 
Chair fence and the water in front of the 
stands, At the Chair Bantry Bay and Viv- 
ant, both in the latter half of the field, un- 
seated their riders. 

There were still twenty standing as 
they set off again on the second circuit, 
with Fresh Winds, his lead now well re- 
duced, ahead of Imposant, Scottish Flight, 
Merryman, Nicolaus Silver, Ernest, Kil- 
more, Wyndburgh, Badanloch, O’Malley 
Point, Syracusa, Mr. What, Irish Coffee, 
Sabaria, Team Spirit, Oxo, MHunter’s 
Breeze, Double Crest and Penny Feather. 
Indeed, there were 21 for, as the leaders 
were again approaching Becher’s, the loud 
speaker warned spectators to be careful as 
a horse was approaching the Chair and 
along came the red jacket of Prakhov on 
Grifel, who somehow negotiated that ob- 
stacle and the water, Then, with honor 
satisfied, he disappeared back into the 
paddock with the knowledge of having neg- 
otiated one circuit of the Grand National 
course. 

But there were other more important 
things to think about. Hunter’s Breeze, well 
behind, fell at the first fence on the next 
circuit and tailed-off Penny Feather was 
pulled up by the next. At the 19th it was 
the turn of Fresh Winds, tired after his 
early pacemaking. This in fact was to be 
the last fall of the race, though Oxo, 
Double Crest and Imposant ll refused 
or pulled up before Becher’s. The dis- 
appearance of Fresh Winds left Nicolaus 
Silver in a fractional lead from Jonjo, but 
as they came over Becher’s, where the 
grey horse made his only mistake of the 
race and was almost on his nose, there 
was nothing to choose between Nicolaus 
Silver and Merryman, with Wyndburgh, 
Kilmore, Scottish Flight, Jonjo and 


O’Malley Point all close up, 

Merryman then went into the lead and 
by Valentine’s had a clear advantage over 
Kilmore. O*’Malley Point started to im- 
prove rapidly at this stage. Four fences 


from home Merryman looked like the 
winner, though seven horses, an unusually 
high number for so late in the race were 
still there fighting it out, namely, Merry- 
man, with his two lengths advantage from 
Kilmore and Nicolaus Silver, behind whom 
came O’Malley Point, Scottish Flight, 
Wyndburgh and Jonjo, this group being 
clear of Badanloch, 

The stamina of Kilmore and Jonjo then 
began to run out and it was apparent that 
the weight was starting to have its effect 
on Merryman. There was nothing to choose 
between Merryman and Nicolaus Silver as 
they landed over the next to last fence, but 
the writing was already on the wall. Well 
clear of the rest at the last, Nicolaus 
Silver led Merryman by just a length, and 
all during the long run-in was clearly 
holding his rival. Fifty yards from the 
post Ancil decided to spare his gallant 
mount further effort. As he dropped his 
hands O’Malley Point and Scottish Flight, 
in desperate battle for third place, surged 
up on him, so that it was only by a neck 
that Merryman held second place from 
O’Malley Point. Five lengths ahead, a 
jubilant Bobbie Beasley was patting the 
neck of the first grey horse to win a 
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Grand National for ninety years. The prize 
was his, but perhaps the glory can be ac- 
counted Merryman’s, for he was giving 
the winner no less than 25 lbs. In all, the 
exceptionally high number of 14 completed 
the course as clear evidence of the excel- 
lent new innovation to the fences, 

Flanked by the traditional two mounted 
policemen, Nicolaus Silver was led in by 
his 30-year-old owner Charles Vaughan, 
who had obtained him for 2,600 guineas at 
the Irish Ballsbridge Sales in November 
following the death of his part-owner and 
trainer, Dan Kirwan. An own-brother to a 
top-class hurdler named Laird o’Mont- 
rose, Nicolaus Silver had by then been the 
winner of two races on the flat and five 
under jumping rules. Having been turned 
out and fed all summer the horse was so 
fat that his trainer, Fred Rimell, who had 
won a previous National with E.S.B., had 
had the greatest difficulty in getting him 
fit and had been forced to run him on the 
soft going that had been universal all over 
the country earlier in the year, although 
the horse did not like it. During these four 
races, Nicolaus Silver had shown moderate 
form, but as soon as it had dried up had 
impressively won a three miles ’chase at 
Cheltenham earlier in the month, and had 
been well backed by his owner at much 
better than his starting price of 28-l. 
Curiously enough, Mr. Vaughan’s father 
had owned First of the Dandies, second in 
the 1948 National to Sheila’s Cottage, 
trained like Merryman by Neville Crump, 

This was only the second National ride 
for 25 year old Beasley, who had pre- 
viously finished seventh. He comes of a 
renowned racing family, his grand-father 
having won the 1891 National on Come 
Away, whilst his father was a famed flat 
race jockey who won the 2,000 Guineas. 
Moreover, he is married to a daughter of 
A. P. Thompson, who steered the 1952 
winner Teal.

Tarpan Horses

In modern times two breed of wild 
horses have been identified, the Tarpan 
and the Mongolian Wild horse or Prjeval- 
ski’s horse, as he is usually called. Both 
were found in Europe and in Asia as far 
East as Chinese Mongolia. 

Prjevalski’s horse (Equus Ferus 
Przewalskii) was also called the Mongolian 
or Asiatic wild-horse, or the Yellow or 
Mongolian Tarpan - the two latter names 
are not correct as he is not related to the 
Tarpan. He lived in Dschungaria, South 
and Southeast of Altai and around Lob- 
nor, in Kobdo in Mongolia, and in certain 
places in Chinese Mongolia. 

It is not certain whether the Prjeval- 
ski’s horse still exists in its wild state 
as the last importation took place in1901, 
but a Russian scientist claims that a 
small herd was seen some years ago in 
Chinese Mongolia. They used to be found 
in large herds, were very suspicious and 
almost impossible to shoot or catch. 

Prjevalski’s horse is coarse looking 
and rather sturdy, standing no more than 
12 hands. His head is large and long, with 
a medium broad forehead, heavy jaws and 
small ears, a short upright mane without 
forelock on a short and heavy neck. The 
shoulders are very well developed but 
straight, the back almost straight and the 
withers very low. He has a long tail and 
chestnuts on all four legs. The colour 
varies in different districts. One can 
distinguish a light sand coloured species; 
a reddish golden brown, of a rather dark 
shade; and a third which is something 
between those two. No matter what the 
colour the nose is always mealy, and 
along the back runs a dark stripe. So 
called zebra markings and a cross on 
the shoulders frequently appear, but no 
white markings. 

In the 18th century P. S. Pallas de- 
scribed this wild-horse, but he was named 
after the Russian geologist Przewalski, 
who never saw one, but succeeded in secur- 
ing a skin (1879), which he brought back 
to Moscow. 


Prjevalski’s Horse 


This horse is exceedingly difficult to 
tame, but it has been possible in some 
cases, On his estate Gajina, the Czar of 
Russia had a stallion which is said to have 
been extremely ferocious and wild, but he 
was later tamed and broken by Falz- 
Fein’s Russian horsemen. When ordered 
he would lie down like the other 
Tscherkassic horses. The Prjevalski colts 
bred from him however, were wild and 
hid themselves from people, never hesitat- 
ing to jump six-foot fences. Falz-Fein 


received the stallion as a gift from the 
Czar. At his zoological park at Ascania 
Nova near Odessa, he succeeded in breed- 
ing some bastards by this stallion out of 
tame mares. These showed themselves to 
be fecund, which seems to be evidence of 
how nearly related this horse is to the 
tame horse - crosses between donkeys 
and horses or zebras and horses are al- 
ways sterile, with very rare exceptions. 

In 1901 fifteen colts and fillies of this 
breed were brought to the Hagenbeck Zoo 
in Hamburg, Germany. They had been 
caught in the beginning of May, when only 
a few days old, and were brought to a 
Mongolian camp where they were eventual- 
ly put to Mongolian mares. At the end of 
May, they were brought to the Siberian 
Railway and shipped to Europe. 
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the foals are by a stallion called Uran 
by Horymir out of Minka by Halle L, 
Horymir was bred in Washington in 1930, 

Naturally breeding from so few horses 
will result in inbreeding and this is one 
of the reasons for founding a Stud Book 
- in order to be able to select the blood- 
lines more carefully. 


The Tarpan 


The Tarpan (Equus Gmelini Antonius 
or Orientalis) is supposed to have the 
same ancestry as the Norwegian fjord 
horse (Schwartz), but this is not certain. 
He used to live in Southern Russia, 
especially in Cherson and Tauria on each 
side of the Dnjepr River, where they were 
still abundant in the beginning of the 19th 
century. As late as 1840 there were about 
60 animals on the banks of the Dnjepr. 
A Swiss farmer near the Azowska lake 
and a farmer from Vasell in the Southern 
Dnjepr said that they had seen Tarpans 
about 1850, but by 1866 he was considered 
to be completely extinct. 

Tarpans often have been confused with

As there are very few Prijevalski 
horses left (about 50 in captivity) plans 
have been made to found a Stud Book, 
such as was founded to save the European 
Bison and the David’s Deer. There are 
small herds of about 10 animals in Hella- 
brunn Zoological Gardens in Munich, Ger- 
many; in Prague, Czechoslovakia; and in 
Catskill, U.S.A. Whipssnade Zoo in Eng- 
land has 6 horses, two of which were 
born in the Zoo. 

Many horses have been bred in the 
Zoologicka Zahrada in Prague. In the 
French zoological paper ‘‘Mammalia” 
there appeared an article some time ago 
dealing with plans for founding a Stud 
Book, showing a table of existing Prjeval- 
ski horses and a list of horses in Prague, 
which included 13 stallions and colts and 
14 mares and fillies, of which 8 have 
been exported and 7 have died. Most of 


tame horses that have run wild. In 1812 
Professor O, Antonius managed to prove 
beyond doubt that this was a true wild 
horse. He was first discovered by the 
German-Russian scientist S.G.L. Melin, 
who found some Tarpans near Bobrowsk 
in 1768. Some Tarpans are said to have 
been domesticated on the Southern Russian 
steppes by certain tribes, The unimproved 
country horses of East Galicia, and 
neighbouring districts in Russia and 
Lithuania are descendants of such 
Tarpans. To this type belong the Greek, 
Macedonian, Albanian, Herzegovinian and 
Bosnian horses. 

The Tarpan was small, less than 13 
hands, mouse dun, but more elegant than 
Prijevalski’s horse. He had longer, finer 
legs, a more beautiful head with shorter 
nose and a slightly dished face with broad 
forehead, which, together with the

characteristic colour, gave him a special 
appearance. The mane was upright, the 
inside of the gaskins lighter than the 
bodycolour, but the legs darker, and 
along the back ran a dark dorsal stripe. 

The peasants hated them because they 
ate up all the winter hay and enticed the 
tame horses. The most devastating hunts 
were carried on by the peasants and the 
farmers as a sport in the winter, when 
they used to chase the Tarpans on well- 
shod horses out on slippery ice. 

Some very interesting experiments 
were made in Berlin and Hellabrunn in 
Munich about 1930 by Professors Lutz and 
Heinz Heck. Prof. Heinz Heck had been 
wondering for many years if it would not 
be possible to ‘‘back breed” (ruckzuchtung, 
in German) the Tarpan, that is, to produce 
a Tarpan by crossing different breeds of 
horses which had some Tarpan char- 
acteristics. This was no easy job, as very 
few breeds showed any of those char- 
acteristics, but finally he succeeded (1933) 
in breeding the first ‘*back-bred” Tarpan. 
At an earlier date successful experiments 
had been made in back breeding the 
aurochsen or European Bison, but to breed 
Tarpans was far more difficult. Now, how- 
ever, there is a small herd of Tarpans 
running in the Hellabrunn Zoological 
Gardens. Prof, Heinz discovered that those 
“*back-bred” animals are far more re- 
sistant to diseases and have much strong- 
er hooves than the improved breeds of 
today. 

There also used to be a European 
Forest horse, the so called Diluvial or 
Ice Age horse (Equus Robustus), consider- 
ably larger and heavier than the other 
two, but he is known only through the 
discovery of skeletons in Germany, 
Austria, France and Spain. He must have 
been as high as 18 hands, with a long, 
narrow head, narrow forehead, a slightly 
convex profile, fairly high legs, rather 
long back and a short sloping croup.

Those were the days when Isinglass 
had won the Derby, and Queen Victoria 
was the darling of the Empire. Isinglass 
must have won that race, Robert Standish 
says so in his latest SEP yarn. And the 
lady was Queen Victoria, because I rode 
in her escort from Buckingham Palace 
on one great occasion, 

And Intimidator was to hurdles what 
Exterminator was to our handicap races 
later. Also, John Porter was to that 
trainer hierarchy what Mister Fitz is to 
ours now, 

Mister John was, with my maternal 
grandsire, watching the ten-pegging at 
Chirn, on the Hampshire Downs, where 
our Hampshire Yeomanry was on manoeu- 
vers. My rented horse had bowed a tendon. 
Mister John offered to send over a horse 
for me from Kingsclere. ‘‘He’s just what 
you need, If you like him, he’s yours for 
a fiver.” 

Intimidator was a 15,2 burnt chestnut, 
lightly built, but well mannered, His knees, 
where he’d rapped his hurdles constantly, 
and his heart, were the biggest things 
about him. My grandsire paid the fiver, 
and I owned a once-upon-a-time race- 
horse. 

He went in a big ring snaffle, which 
he worked under his tongue, which hung 
out like a tired hound after a stiff run. 
It was soon evident that he’d not be safe 
to hounds. His front legs wouldn’t stand 
it - like mine nowadays. This was a dis- 
appointment, my funds wouldn’t stand more 
than one mount. There must be a market 
for such a distinguished gent. 

I volunteered to gallop for the staff 
on infantry manoeuvres which were at 
Swanage that year. I had used a New 
Forest pony the year before, but my legs 


had grown too long. 

Lord Ashburton looked us over - ‘“‘I 
should know that horse, orderly.’’ My 
pride was pardonable as I said - ‘‘This is 
Intimidator, Colonel.” 

“Of course, I’ve bet on his nose 
many’s the time.” With a smile, I asked 
him to talk the old chap up a bit, At 
officers’ mess and such places. “An 
excellent hack for someone, sir.’’ Adding 
- “‘He’s for sale.’”” He grinned, “‘I’ll do 
my best, he deserves a good home.”’ So 
here was my publicity man, a Lord at 
that. 

In the ensuing days we proved our 
worth. Then, the adjutant asked me - 
**Would you sell the old chap? He would 
suit my father to hack around our place.”’ 

My grandsire’s admonition to never be 
eager came to mind, So I said the horse 
suited me fine, that I’d have to think it 
over. That I would let him know before 
camp broke up. 

Keeping my promise, reporting to the 
orderlyroom - “Sir, I have decided to 
part with my horse. Your father will find 
him a grand ride, a gentleman in every 
way.” Intuition told me to make no men- 
tion of price - his offer could always be 
turned down. He must have no inkling 
that I wanted to trade. 

*‘Everyone at the mess has told me 
that’s what he’s cut out for. I’ll give you 
a tenner for him.”’ The butterflies churn- 
ed inside, but I had my part to play - 
“I'll let the captain know at Reveille, 
if that’s alright?” 

‘ So my money was doubled. Collected 
the Army allowance for my own horse 
On manoeuvres, and had learned the value 
of well placed publicity. A word of praise 
from my grandsire would be to boot,

opened. A few of the older folk suggested 
that we return to the stables, but they 
were out voted, especially by the junior 
riders in the field. ‘‘After all,”’ one junior 
said.

Hunt races were 
originally intended to give local sports- 
men an opportunity of riding in friendly 
competition what were in every sense of 
the word hunters, over a natural line of 
country.

In those days the point- 
to-point was a truly sporting event for 
bona fide hunters and hunting men, and 
were a liability. Now they are confessedly 
a money-making affair, for though no 
charge may be made for admission, the 
income from car parks and the sale of 
race cards is essential to the ever- 
increasing cost of maintaining a pack of 
hounds and running a country. So is, it 
Hunt races have become Turf fixtures 
in all but name.

owing to the Lord Grimthorpe Cup draw- 
ing the outstanding performers of each 
season). The Middleton now has a per- 
manent paddock, a new judge’s box, ex- 
tended 2 pounds and 1 pound car parks, 
and even a 5 pound car park! About 
30,000 usually turn up at each Middleton 
point-to-point, although the Hunt is per- 
haps less in need of outside financial 
help than any in Gt. Britain. 

Courses are now laid out with made 
fences in a locality which provides a 
natural grandstand for the crowds to see 
every jump, and many of the horses which 
compete are bought and prepared more 
with hunt races in view than hunting. No 
longer do the riders go round as Nimrods 
in scarlet. They all wear racing colours 
and masquerade as jockeys. Indeed, the 
whole atmosphere is that of an orthodox 
race meeting rather than an amateur, 
homely rural sporting ‘jolly’. jJ.F-B.

Testing A and B 
Pony Club Candidates 


In the interests of making the testing 
of candidates for the A and for the B 
Ratings more uniform, this bulletin has 
been prepared, Its purpose is not to limit 
the National Examiners in the performance 
of their duties but to provide a frame- 
work within which all will operate so 
that Regional Supervisors, District Com- 
missioners and Candidates will know what 
is to be expected. 

1, For the purposes of testing, a set 
Dressage ride will not be used. Candidates 
will be asked to perform ring figures 
such as those contained in the Z Dressage 
ride,: not necessarily from memory or in 
the order of that ride, and will be ex- 
pected to demonstrate changes of pace, 
halting, backing, etc. and will be expected 
to know the why of the use of the aids. 

2. Basic Veterinary knowledge will be 
expected, i.e. such as would be needed 
to run a stable, but nothing beyond First 
Aid. 

3. The amount of Fox Hunting knowledge 
which will be required will be such as 
to make the candidate an acceptable guest

in a hunting country. In locales where 
there is affiliation with a recognized 
hunt, more may be expected. 

4. A candidate may ride a different 
horse in each of the riding phases of the 
test. He should not be failed because the 
horse cannot perform a particular phase 
of the test. This is a test of the rider, 
not of the horse. In other words, if it 
appears that the rider is capable of per- 
forming and shows that he knows what he 
is doing, but the horse is incapable, the 
rider should not be failed. 

5S. If an Examiner happens to have 
foreknowledge of a Candidate’s ability, 
he need not require the Candidate to 
perform a particular phase. However, all 
phases of the testing must be of a formal 
nature. 

6. Once the testing of a Candidate 
has begun, the test must be completed, 
unless it appears to the Examiner that 
it might be dangerous to complete the 
test. It is possible that the Candidate 
may fail one part of the test. However, 
the test must be completed. 

7. Both B and A Candidates will be 
asked to ride their own horses during a 
test. In addition B’s will be asked to 
ride other horses with which they are 
familiar and A’s will be asked to ride 
strange horses. 

8. A revised form of the National Ex- 
aminer’s Blue Sheet will be sent to the 
Nationa. Examiners. Following the test, 
these sheets will be filled out by the 
Examiner and forwarded promptly to the 
Chairman of National Examiners who will 
return them to the District Commissioner 
concerned, so that Suggestions for Im- 
provement may be passed along to the 
Candidate. 

9. A Candidate for the A rating will 
not be tested at Rallies - National or

assigned National Examiner who is not an 
official of the Rally. 

10. When a National Examiner accepts 
the assignment to conduct tests, he is to 
contact the D.C. and advise him or her 
what facilities he wants available and the 
manner in which he plans to conduct 
the testing. He will also advise as to 
how much time he will need and what 
turnout he wants the Candidate to appear 
in, 

11. Examiners will be asked to satisfy 
themselves that the following positive 
attributes are inherent in the Candidate; 

a) Firm seat. b) Good hands, c) 
Practical familiarity with Stable Work, 
d) Knowledge of the balance of the horse, 
knowledge of the Aids and the why of them, 
e) That the Candidate can ride different 
horses tactfully and ably. f) That the 
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The Gregory Beowulf Saunders Trophy, 
which perpetuates the memory of the 
ll-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. George 
S. Saunders of North Caldwell, N. J., 
who was accidently killed in 1959. The 
1960 winner in the large division, with 
a total of 40 points, was Jelly Bean, 
owned and ridden by Carole McNamara 
of Far Hills, N. J. Highfield’s Snapshot, 
owned and ridden by Kerby Saunders, 
ll, with a total of 53 points, was the 
winner of the small division.

13. District Commissioners are not to 
recommend candidates for B and A who 
are not in their opinion qualified in ALL 
respects, 

General Notes: The following may be 
considered as “‘rule of thumb”’ guides: at 
the C level - Can the child ride the horse? 
at the B level - Will the child hurt the 
horse? at the A level - Will the child 
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improve the horse? 

Contrary to the Pony Club Hand Book, 
a National Examiner is not required for 
advancement from Bl to B2. 

In the SUPPLEMENT under C-2 it is 
not required that the member “‘take part 
in horse show jumping classes’’. It should 
read, ‘‘should be able to....”” 

District Commissioners are requested 
to send to their Regional Supervisors 
early in the year a list of probable 
candidates for the B and the A ratings 
so that these may be forwarded to the 
Chairman of National Examiners. The 
D.C. should indicate the probable date 
by which the candidates will be ready to 
be tested. This will facilitate the assign- 
ment of National Examiners.

‘"Ribbon-Grabbers’”’ 


Dear Sir: 

As an ex-junior and non-professional, 
I have been following with interest your 
letters from a ‘‘Sourpuss.”” There are 
unsportsmanlike ‘“‘ribbon-grabbers” a- 
mong both professionals and amateurs, 
and in all age groups. Fortunately they 
are in the minority. Those of us who 
exhibit at horse shows for love of the 
sport greatly outnumber them and con- 
sequently should be able to maintain a 
high level of competition. 

Regarding the problem of field vs show 
hunter - we might learn something from 
the Morgan Horse fans, who say that a 
Morgan can be both a good show horse 
and a good trail horse (but not at the 
same time.) If a show horse is capable 
of jumping 4’ - 4°6” fences in stride 
over level ground, and knows enough to 
look where he is going across country, 
he can also be hunted, providing he has 
been taught manners in company. Ad- 
mittedly it may not be wise to campaign 
a horse and hunt him at the same time. 
A season’s hunting can leave a horse 
looking pretty rough, and it is customary 
to expect a show horse to have some extra 
flesh covering his bones. 

Although the training given a show

The Chronicle of the Horse 
hunter is not necessary for a field horse, 
show training would improve a field horse 
and vice versa. Too many horses in the 
field jump only when they can follow a 
leader. Although a show-trained hunter 
may not be so quietly well-mannered in 
the excitement of the chase, he usually 
is willing enough to jump a series of 
fences without a lead over. 

In the interest of developing better 
horses, we should ask our show hunters 
not only to jump 4’ with style, but also to 
jump a variety of obstacles over uneven 
terrain, Although shows without an outside 
course Cannot manage uneven footing, they 
could set up more challenging and inter- 
esting combinations. “Olympic” type 
courses in heights ranging from 3’ to 4’ 
would be a truer test than the common 
inside-outside, outside-inside that may 
have one carefully measured, even strided 
in-and-out, 

As for the shows that boast an outside 
course - let us see a fence where the 
take-off is lower than the landing, and 
one that is its opposite, and another that 
must be jumped both directions. Let some 
of the obstacles be “mental hazards,” 
and the more common varieties. set in 
half-stride positions, or requiring an 
approach at the trot, 

To all of us who like both to hunt and 
to show, let us do everything we can to 
encourage the development of horses who 
can carry us both in the hunting field and 
the show ring. We must constructively 
support the AHSA rules making committee 
as it moves in this direction. We must 
also be active on horse show committees 
particularly with reference to the design- 
ing and building of courses. 

And all of us - juniors, adults, amateurs 
or professionals (and our horses) - shauld 
strive for good manners both in the field 
and at horse shows. Otherwise let us place 
a red ribbon in our own hair as well as 
braided in our horse’s tail.

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Dressage Film 


Dear Sir: 

I have read the review of the film 
“dressage,” produced by Fred Sengmul- 
ler, in your December 23rd issue, and 
| would like to make the following points: 

1. The film doesn’t compress three 
years, but one year of schooling into 1000 
feet of film, because it is a very poor 
rider who required more than one year 
to teach his horse renvers and travers. 

2. The film is not intended to ‘‘sell’’ 
Dressage, but gives some ideas and ad- 
vice to knowledgeable riders who are 
interested in having a well balanced and 
flexible horse which obeys the sideward 
and forward driving aids and is not on 
the forehand. 

3. Because it is impossible to com- 
press the whole training procedure into 
1000 feet, the film is intended to illus- 
trate the proper performance of renvers 
and travers, etc., and if someone wants 
to find out about the steps necessary to 
reach this point, there are numerous books 
on the market detailing the route. 

4, The horse shown under saddle is 
a green five year old, and because the 
purpose of the film is only to give ad- 
vice and show some important phases of 
the horse’s basic training, General von 
Oppeln-Bronikowski thought that it would 
be better to ride a horse actually doing 
the basic training, rather than a schooled 
horse. The aids and corrections are 
purposely visible, and the author, if he is 
more than a desk horseman, must know 
that a green horse needs stronger aids 
than a schooled horse.

bettor thought he had a chance to collect 
at one stage of the game or another. 

Oak Dandy and Intensive cruised out on 
top as the race was launched, and still 
were at each other’s throats in the middle 
of the backstretch, At that point, Crozier 
was nearest to.them, but five lengths back. 
Crozier was three lengths ahead of Ron- 
nie’s Ace. Then came Game, Beau Prince, 
Carry Back and Garwol, 

Garwol, probably influenced by the 
moistness of the course, attempted to 
imitate a porpoise coming from the gate. 
It was a beautiful leap, but, as he went 
more up than out, it cost him a couple of 
lengths. 

Suddenly, Crozier started to move, 
and Intensive was second, and Oak Dandy 
was commencing the retreat that would 
earn him next to last place. 

Beau Prince began to hurtle ahead 
rounding the far turn and Carry Back sped 
along in his wake. 

Beau Prince kept on hurtling until he 
was Close enough to take a good look at 
Crozier, and then ceased hurtling. Carry 
Back didn’t slow down until Crozier (whip- 
ped lefthanded by Hartack) swerved out. 

That move on the part of the leader 
caused John Sellers, on Carry Back, to 
grab up his mount slightly. Hartack quickly 
put his horse back on a straight course, 


then Sellers ordered full speed ahead. 

Carry Back then took out his courage 
and showed it to everybody. It was enough. 
He nailed his rival three jumps from the 
wire and was a head in front at the finish. 
Crozier tried to even up things by nudging 
the destined winner right at the wire. 

Most sage observers observed sagely 
that if Crozier had won he wouldn’t have, 
as the sharp-eyed stewards rarely miss an 
obvious foul inside the sixteenth pole. 

The Florida Derby helped sift out the 
division and perhaps something can be 
learned from it. 

The result suggests that only four of 
the eight horses that ran in it are likely 
to get much consideration for the classics 
to come. 

Naturally, Carry Back stays right to 
the head of the class. 

Crozier retains his reputation for al- 
ways turning in a fine race, besides adding 
a few touches to enliven the engagement. 

Beau Prince disappointed those who 
bet their money on him, but I don’t think 
Trainer Jimmy Jones was too upset. The 
colt made a tremendous move and rushed 
right into contention. Track habitues and 
their sons say he “‘still is improving.” 
A little more improvement - and a slight- 
ly later move might mean the sweet scent 
of attar to Mrs. Gene Markey. 

Garwol ‘‘blew’’ the race at the begin- 
ning and never got into the hunt. I don’t 
think he blew 7 1/4 lengths, his margin 
from the winner.

NEW YORK RACE OF THE WEEK 

The “‘Race of the Week’’ television 
show from Aqueduct, Belmont and Sara- 
toga, will be aired over a network covering 
most of the top markets of the United 
States starting Saturday April Ist, it was 
announced by John W, Hanes, chairman of 
the New York Racing Association, 

A eotal of 36 Saturday stakes, plus the 
features on three major holidays will be 
carried over Sports Network stations from 
4:30 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. (Eastern time). The 
Belmont Stakes, scheduled for June 3, will 
be broadcast over another network, 

The New York City outlet for the Sports 
Network presentation, sponsored by the 
F. & M. Schaefer Brewing Company, is 
station WNEW-TV (Channel 5). 

With the inclusion of New Yorkracing, 
Sports Network will televise turf features 
on a 52-week-per-year basis. Stakes 
events during the winter are telecast from 
Hialeah, Gulfstream Park and Tropical 
Park. The summer schedule also includes 
stakes at Monmouth Park and Garden State 
Park, though these races and dates have 
not been designated as yet. On those days, 
Sports Network will stage an hour-long 
racing double feature, with a half-hour 
originating from New York and the bal- 
ance from another track. 

Starting with the Paumonok Handicap, 
the show will emanate live from Aqueduct 
with Win Elliott handling the color com- 
mentary, Fred Capossela calling the races

A BULL FOR A HUNTER 

In the flat countryside near Doncaster, 
stout Mr. Jemmy Hirst, who had retired 
from business with a fortune, might have 
been seen any autumn day about the year 
1840, leaving his house to go shooting. 
His jolly face was as round as the autumn 
sun and shone like brightly polished 
leather, whilst everything about him hada 
strong, leathery, horsy smell. But Mr. 
Hirst did not approve of horses excepting 
on the racecourse, and he went shooting 
mounted on the back of a bull of ample 
proportions and uncertain temper, whilst 
for pointers, he made use of the services 
of a crowd of vivacious and sagacious 
pigs, all of whom answered to their names, 
and did their duty irreproachably. Mr. 
Hirst rode the bull when hunting with the 
Badsworth hounds and his presence must, 
I imagine, have lent animation to the scene 
and speed to the chase. 

His household staff consisted of a 
valet, a female general servant, a tame 
fox, and an otter, whilst he possessed, 
as well, a large stud of mules and dogs. 
The house itself was rendered cheerful 
by the presence - in the dining-room, 
which was redolent of leather, and was 
hung about with rusty agricultural im- 
plements - of a large coffin. Mr. Hirst 
had shown a long foresight in buying this 
coffin, for he was to live till the age of 
ninety years; but meanwhile, it proved 
useful as a sideboard, and Mr. Hirst, 
when visited by his racing friends and 
others, would produce spirits from the 
inner recesses of this coffin. 

Mr. Hirst’s sporting activities did not 
stop at going shooting and hunting, mount- 
ed on a bull, for he was, as well, a very 
well-known figure on the Doncaster race- 
course, to which he drove in a very odd 
Carriage, perched on extremely high 
wheels, shaped like a palanquin, and made 
without nails. His arrival was pleasant, 
since he was extremely popular on the

racecourse, and he would swagger about 
in his glossy, shining waistcoat, made of 
drakes’ feathers, from the pockets of 
which, when making bets, he would draw 
bank-notes, printed by himself and testify- 
ing to his responsibility for payment in 
varying amounts. 

His last ride was as remarkable as 
any he ever took. The coffin was with- 
drawn from the dining-room and, the 
spirits having been ejected from it, the 
body of the ninety-year-old Mr. Hirst 
substituted for these, it was borne to 
the grave by eight stout widows, followed 
by a vast procession of sporting and 
racing men, to the accompaniment of a 
lively march played by a bagpipe and 
fiddle. Mr. Hirst’s wish had been to be 
carried to the grave by eight old maids, 
and he went so far as to try to bribe 
ladies to perform this service by the 
promise of a guinea each, but unluckily 
the bribe was not large enough to over- 
come the shyness habitual to the maiden 
state; so, in the end, Mr. Hirst had to 
fall back upon widows, who, being more 
accessible, were regarded by him as not 
being worth more than half a crown each.
